siege stayed at their machines of- 
ten until they dropped of fatigue, 
held Thanksgiving meetings in the 
factories. 


Dispatches related that the Len- 


ingrad offensive began on January 
12th at 9 o'clock in the morning 
with a hurricane of artillery 
fire 


upon the Germans positions on 
the 


elevtaed left bank of the Neva 
river. 


So terrific 
was 
the barrage, 


"Pravda" reported, that it plowed 
up the frozen soil and splintered 
concrete pillboxes as 
though 
they 


were matchwood. The pounding 
lasted 
two hours 
and 
twenty 


minutes. 


The lift which the Russian people 


got out of the breaking of the 
blockade of the city, named for 
their 
revolutionary leader 
and 


considered the home of the revolu- 
tion itself, bolstered army morale 
and lent new momentum to the 
series of drives against the Axis 
armies all along the 1,200 mile 
front. 


The two groups 
supported 
by 


powerful forces of artillery 
and 


tanks, caught the ancient Nazi-held 
fortress of Schluesselburg in a nut- 
cracker and smashed it, killing 13,-
